THE COMMERCIAL PRINCIPLE INVOLVED IN OUR 
DISPUTE WITH BRAZIL. 
Tux discussion between our Government and that of Brazil 
really involves a principle,—half commercial, half political,— 
of very great moment, and it is of the highest importance to 
— its being obscured by minor controversies and subor- 
details, A very large part of the world—the 
whole of ithe Southern Continent of America without any 
exception,—is subject to a most incomplete and unsatisfactory 
sert of Government. The people are dishonest; the local 
magistrates and authorities are dishonest ; the central Govern- 
ment, even wher itself honest, has little effectual supervision 
sud no effectual control. If we had to concern ourselves 
j\simply with the interior of such countries, the case 
would be easy. Occasional travellers of their own free 
choice may choose to visit an unsettled and hazardous 
country, and we maust,as a great nation, exercise over them a 
moderate and reasonable watchfulness. Still they have chosen 
their lot ; they knew, or should have known, the dangers they 
were about to encounter; they maust to some extent take the 
consequences. But we have a more difficult problem to solve. 
We have to settle questions which happen to our subjects 
upon the coast of these ill-governed countries. A ship bound 
to a country with an excellent Government may be wrecked 
ga the shores of an incompetent Government, and it is in- 
cumbent upen the Home Executive to watch with scrutinising 
care over the welfare of those who are not willing adven- 
turers, but involuntary sufferers. 

This is the duty of every nation, and it is especially the 
plain interest. of England, We have ships on every sea, and 
every storm that blows endangers many of them and destroys 
tome, Jf we impress upon the Governments of the world, 
and. peer the 0 satisfactory of them, that we will 
pequire a rigid account of English property and satisfactory 
protection of ~~ Englishmen thrown upon their saores, 
#1 a rule, the lives and the property of our fellow-subjects 
wall be safe, But if we.are dilatory,—if we are inert,—if we 
allow hadly-gaverned States to protect their corrupt sub- 
ordinates whe have conmived at the plunder and robbery of 
our shipwrecked vessgls,—if we easily receive well-written 
excuses,—if we lose sight, as it is very easy to do, of plain facts in

The recent conduct of the Brazilian Government is an ex- 
cellent illustration of these remarks. The British ship Prince 
of Wales was wrecked at Albardao, on the coast of Brazil, on 
the 6th or 7th of June, 1861, and by the admission of the 
Brazilian authorities the part of the cargo that came on shore 
was plundered by the people of the place. It is much to be 
feared that some of the seamen were murdered too: the alle- 
gation of course is that they were all drowned, but the bodies 
of some of them were discovered under suspicious circum- 
stances, and far beyond the reach of high water. For the acts | 
of the people of the locality, the Government of Brazil is 
in no way responsible. Depredators and wreckers are to be 
found in every country, and the State to which they belong is 
not liable for their acts. A Frenchman may have his pocket 
picked in Cheapside, but the English Government is under no 
obligation to compensate him for his loss. Buta Government 
is under an obligation to perform the functions of Government. 
As soon as it hears of a robbery or a murder having been com~- 
mitted within its dominions, it is bound to use instant care to 
investigate the circumstances, to restore the property, and 
punish the murderer. If, unhappily, any of its own officials 
should have been voluntarily dilatory and purposely conniving, 
if they should have permitted the robbery to be perpetrated, 
if they should have allowed the stolen goods to be removed 
out of reach, if they should have let the robbers or, still worse, 
the murderers escape, by international law and hy common 
sense the Government is liable, for it has been an accomplice 
in the wrong. 


What, then, was the conduct of the Brazilian authorities at 
the spot where the Prince of Wales was wrecked? The magis- 
trate of that district, a man called Senhor Bento VenancioSoares, 
did nothing of himself. It is proved by his own admission 
that he knew of some bodies having come on shore, but he 
took no steps in consequence. He says he knew of no wreck, 
but property from it uninjured by water, and evidently plun- 
dered, was found in his own house. Of their own motion 
the Brazilian authorities took no steps at all. The English 
Consul at Rio Grande do Sul very properly bestirred himself 
and required an investigation ; but he did not hear of the matter 
till a whole week from the probable day of the wreck, and when 
he reached the spot, Senhor Bento, the magistrate, had absented 


the investigation. Inquests were subsequently held before a 
Sub-delegate, who has since been disgraced, and a brother-in- 
law of the conniving magistrate, a man called Pereira de 
Sousa, who is said to have headed the wreckers. Of course 
the inquest with these Presidents decided that there had 


drowned. 

The gist of the whole controversy lies here. The Brazilian 
Government admit that a ship was wrecked, and that the 
wreek was robbed. They hope that no one was murdered, 
but are not sure. Their own local officials conmive at the 
robbery, and profit by it. No after investigation in such a 
case can be satisfactory. Promptitude is essential. After a few 
days suspicious circumstanees occur, “bodies” are found 
concealed or decomposed, culprits have fled, stolen goods are 
removed. Unless a Government can show that its local 
officials acted at once and uncorruptly, it must take the 
comsequences. It becomes liable for a spoliation which its 
subordinates perhaps aided, and which assuredly they did not 
try to prevent. 

The absolute necessity for promptitude is shown by the

We are willing to assume that the Central Government of 
Brazil has all along been anxious to do us justice, and that 
the guilt is chargeable on the local authorities, and on them 
only. But a Government is liable for the acts of all its ser- 
vants. It can make no distinction between them. If the 
servant at place A means ill and connives at wrong and robbery, 
in that case it is immaterial that another servant, or set of 
servants, at place B, a hundred miles off, means well and does 
not connive. The wrong has been done by the people at A, 
and the virtues of the people at B are excellent, but immaterial. 


For this wrong our Government required a pecuniary com- 
pensation, and they were clearly right in so doing ; and as the 
Brazilian Government would not pay or promise to pay with- 
out compulsion, our Government compelled them to agree to 
pay what might be found upon investigation to be a fair sum. 
Of course there has been an accumulation of diplomatic cor- 
respondence. Mr Christie on our side has written some bad 
despatches, and the Marquis of Abrantes has written some 
good despatches. Whoever has had a lawsuit, knows how soon 
the lawyers’ letters multiply. At the trial the Judge blows 
all this froth aside. He looks to the cause of action. He 
only asks is that good or not good? So here we must not 
permit ingenious politicians to divert our attention from the 
sole significant point. Was there at the first possible moment 
a proper investigation as to the circumstances attending the 
wreck of the Prince of Wales on the coast of Brazil, or was 
there not? If not, the Brazilian Government are liable to 
pay compensation, and must pay compensation. 





It is argued that we have not treated Brazil, which is a 
weak power, as we should have treated France, which is a 
strong power. But these difficulties only arise with weak 
powers; they arise because of their weakness. A Govern- 
ment like that of Brazil has no effective control over its local 
subordinates; the Central Government of Brazil did not 
wish Senhor Bento to connive at the plunder of the wreck 
of the Prince of Wales, but it had no control. Louis 
Napoleon has control, and, therefore, difficulties arise with 
| Brazil which do not arise with France. 


Although, however, we are happy to find that our own 
Government has been entirely right in the fundamental matter 
at issue, we should be departing from our plain duty if we did 
| not call attention to the gross ignorance of common commer- 
cial law which our Foreign Office has shown. They had, as we 
| have explained, a case for compensation, but for what is there 
| to be compensation? Clearly for that of which our subjects had 
| been deprived by the remissness and corruption of the Brazilian 
| officials. Certain goods out of the cargo of the Prince of 
Wales floated ashore on the beach at Albardao, and they were 
then and there plundered. The value of these is due to us. 
We claimed 1,025/ 19s for freight. Our Foreign Office ought 
to know that no freight is ever payable, as the lawyers say, 
pro rata itineris : half-freight, in plain English, is not payable 
| for half the voyage. The contract by the shipowner is to 

carry certain goods to a certain place, and if he does not carry 

them the whole way he gets nothing. The good sense of this 

is evident. An intermediate place may be a very inconvenient 
place,—the very place where the owners of the cargo did not 
| want the cargo. In the present case, what advantage was it 
to the owner of the cargo to have his goods scattered on the 
beach of Albardao? They would have fetched more in a 
London warehouse than when strewn at that desolate place. 
The claim for freight has been abandoned. 
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THE SAFEST METHOD FOR REFORM OF THE CHUROH, 
No statesman who watches attentively the various pheno- 
mena of the present day can doubt for a moment that Church 
questions of the greatest urgency are impending over us, on 
the solution of which the safe development of both our 
ecclesiastical and political institutions in large measure 
depend. The close intermixture of educational with religious. 
organisations in England renders it quite impossible, 
even if it were desirable, for the most secular of politicians to 
evade ecclesiastical questions. The constitution of Oxford and 
Cambridge and Dublin Universities, and the methods of 
popular education, are as much involved with religious ques. 
tions as the constitution of the Church itself, and the rea] 
bond of the Tory party at the present moment is far more 
ecclesiastical than political. Even Mr Disraeli, who looks 
upon these matters with external impartiality, is instinctively 
aware of the necessity of girding himself up for a contest 
with the spirit of ecclesiastical innovation ; nor can any poli- 
tician with an ordinary amount of sagacity ‘mistake the a 
of the signs of change which have been so long multiplying 
around us, or doubt that some great ecclesiastical moye- 
ment will in all probability precede any further political 
change. In our home politics this is the only agitated region, 
That the Church can stay much longer absolutely as she is, 
and still retain her influence over the English people, is scarcely 
credible to any sagacious observer. 

Nor is our reason for judging thus the number and vehe- 
mence of the attacks now made upon the Church,—but their 
specific and so to say discriminating character. In other 
times the violence and insolence, we may say the blas 
phemy of her assailants, were their main characteristics, 
But our’s is not on the whole at all an unbelieving age. As 
Mr Gladstone said on Wednesday night, the assaults no longer 
come from outside, the divisions are all from within. The 
objections made are no longer sweeping and fundamental ;— 
they are minute and critical and occupy a very limited 
circle of ideas. The demand is for more freedom within the 
Church, not for the abolition of the Church. The onset of 
the Dissenters is a thing of the past,—and in its place we 
hear scholars of the first class, clergymen of the highest 
calibre, men who have risked much to preach Christian 
truth, men of enthusiastic faith who have no sympathy with 
any other Church, all alike demanding that the intellectual 
limits of the Church should be enlarged,—not in order that 
the Church may be destroyed, but in order that it may be 
preserved. 

Now this, any sagacious politician would say, looks like 
business. It is not while the whole value and significance of 
a great institution like our National Church is blankly denied, 
that we need think the crisis of change near. The nation 
knows its value,—knows that it does both express and re- 
gulate a faith essentially belonging to the people of 
England,—and knows, therefore, that any attempt to assault 
it is only likely to strengthen its position. But the signs 
of the present time are entirely different,—a much more 
widely diffused faith, and doubt closely mingling with the 
deepest faith ;—discriminating faith, discriminating doubt ;— 
the sort of criticism which always begins when the reality of 
a general class of facts is really admitted and discerned, and | 
yet other less certain facts are seen to be falsely identified | 
with them which require a separate treatment and distinet 
consideration. When we find the Bishops, for instance, basing 
their appeal to Dr Colenso to withdraw from the episcopate 
mainly on his admission that he can no longer honestly use 
the clause in the baptismal service which asserts that “ Noah 
“ and his family were preserved in the Ark from perishing by 
“« water,” we may be quite sure that the dispute as to the in- 
tellectual limits of the Church of England has reached a busi- 
ness phase, and that if those limits are retained which we 
fixed three hundred years ago, the Church will soon be in the 
greatest danger of losing the service of men who value the 
independence of their own intellects and the freedom of reli- 
gious study. However much the politician may differ from 
such men as Dr Colenso or Mr Jowett, he will see that it is 
a question of urgency whether or not we are to discourage 
all such exercise of individual thought and judgment, and to 
drive the men who will not sacrifice their right to think and 
judge for themselves outside the pale. 

The special form which the Colenso controversy has taken, | 
suggests we think the simplest and the mildest way of enlarging | 
the liberty of the clergy without justly offending the conser | The claim for freight hasbeen abandoned. | the liberty ofthe clergy without justly offending the oma 
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yatives, that is, without sudden or violent change. The Bishop 
of Natal puts his difficulties as a divine in a very simple shape. 
There are, he says, several passages in the liturgy which, with 
his present views, he could not honestly use; parts of the 
ordination service, a clause in the baptismal service, and one 
or two other sentences. Now, why should not Parliament 
guthorise clergymen who conscientiously object to make cer- 
tain statements either in the articles, in subscribing and 
reading themselves in, or in the liturgy afterwards,—formally 
to record and specify their objections, and thenceforward to 
omit such statements, so long as these omissions do not touch 
certain central beliefs which might be laid down as essential 
to the Church’s faith. Suppose, for instance, that the Nicene 
Oreed,—of course we only specify this for the sake of example, 
—were recognised as comprehending the fundamental faith 
of the Church of England,—no statement in which any 
clergyman should be at liberty to omit or qualify,—but that 
any formula of belief, or any formula which in any clergy- 
man’s opinion might involve a belief outside the limits of that 
creed, might on formal specification of his scruple in using it, 
be omitted by him both on entering the Church and in sub- 
sequently using its liturgy,—should we not at once open the 
way to many men of high character and zeal to enter the 
Church who are now shut out, and at the same time avoid 
any mutilation of those ancient forms and ordinances which 
are naturally enough so dear to a large body, both lay and 
clerical, in the Church? A purely permissive power to omit 
confessions of faith within certain strictly defined limits, 
while it would be an inexpressible boon to many, could hurt 
the consciences of none. 


It seems to us clear that the purpose of a National Church 
is to cover as far as possible the spiritual wants of the nation. 
We say as far as possible, because we are quite aware that some 
defined bond of faith is requisite for any living Church. Still 
the object is to include, not to exclude,—to press as many 
earnest and thoughtful intellects into the service as is con- 
sistent with the great work to be done. This is, in fact, a 
question of the due economy of the highest kind of moral 
and spiritual labour. If we insist on retaining in the 

|present century the same limitations which were 
| thought liberal and catholic in the sixteenth, the effect 
will be visible, in fact is already abundantly visible, 
in two distinct results. One of these results is the ex- 
clusion of a large number of competent and earnest and 
high-minded men from the ministry. Another of these 
results is still worse,—the degradation of the intellect of those 
who do stay in the Church, and the confusion of all the lines 
which separate belief from unbelief. It is not doubtful that 
both these effects are already tangible and very injurious to 
the Church. The returns of the candidates for holy orders 
show the marked and rapid decrease in the number of 
| University men,—.e., of men whose love of intellectual inde- 
pendence has been thoroughly cultivated. And the publica- 
tions of various holy men but too sufficiently attest to lay- 
men of discriminating thought the second of our assertions, that 
the clergy are beginning to lose the sense of the distinction be- 
tween what they firmly believe and what they do not actually 
disbelieve. Both these trains of consequence are already 
most disastrqus, and may ultimately prove fatal to the healthy 
influence of our National Church. And we do not see how 
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their rapid increase and multiplication is to be avoided, unless ! 
some such wise relaxation of the intellectual bonds of the 


Church, as we have indicated above, be speedily sanctioned.

COST OF COLLECTING THE CUSTOMS’ REVENUE. 


We showed last week how entirely untrue was Sir Morton 
Peto’s allegation that the cost of collecting the whole ordi- 
hary revenue of the country was extravagant and increasing, 
and how singularly and enormously the figures adduced by 
him in support of his charge were misstated. After that 
exposure it would perhaps scarcely have been necessary to 
recur to the subject again, or further to invalidate Sir M. 
Peto’s reputation as an authority in such matters, But as 

@ reiterates a similar allegation in reference to the collection 
of the Customs’ Revenue in particular, and as much ignorance 
and misapprehension prevail upon this matter, it may be 
desirable to place the real facts of the case before the public. 
Sir M. Peto’s proposition is that, in consequence of tariff re- 
ductions, the repeal of the Navigation Laws, and other legis- 
| lative and administrative changes, “the Customs’ Department 
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“ has been relieved of its most onerous duties ; and yet that the 
“cost of collecting (the Oustoms, including the Coast Guard, 
‘has during the last twenty years increased instead of having 
“ been diminished” (p. 215). Now, the official statement as 
contained in the first and sixth Reports: of the Board of 
Customs and the Financial Accounts for 1861-2 by no means 
bears out this statement :— in fact at first sight it contradicts 
it absolutely, and appears to assert the exact opposite. We 
will take the years 1846 and 1861 as our points of com- 
parison, as Sir Morton Peto has done at p. 13 :—

But as it is stated in the Report for 1861 (Appendix G.). 
that the mode of keeping the accounts has more than once 
varied, and as the head of “charges of collection’ has not 
always included or excluded the same items, it is obvious, as 
Sir M. Peto urges, that the above return cannot be accepted 
as conclusive or satisfactory. We are told, in the passage of 
the Report alluded to, “ first, that since 5th April, 1854, the 
“charges of collection have included the expenses of the 
“Warehousing Department, which were previously carried 
“to a separate account as payments for national objects. 
“ Secondly, that the expenses of the Coast Guard, heretofore 
“borne by the Revenue of Customs, and classed with charges 
“of collection, have, since 1st October, 1856, been defrayed 
“by the Admiralty :—and thirdly, that the superannuation 
“allowances granted to retired officers of the Customs, 
“which were brought to account among the charges 
“of collection until 5th April 1854, have, from that 
“‘ date, ceased to be so treated, and are now separately 
“voted by Parliament.” It is clear that, in order to present 
a correct comparison of the real cost of collecting the revenue 
in the two years respectively, we must draw out a table in- 
cluding and excluding the same items, and in fact calculating 
the “ charges of collection” in a uniform manner. This we 
have done with great care, and shall present lower down. 
Meanwhile we may correct another collation given by Sir M. 
Peto (p. 214), by a remark which will have to be borne in 
mind in reference to the subsequent table. That remark has 
reference to the Coast Guard. The Coast Guard was a preven- 
tive service, kept on foot for the security of the revenue 
against wholesale smuggling, and till the year 1856 attached. 
to and managed by the Board of Customs, to whose Department 
it properly appertained. But in that year it was transferred to 
the Admiralty ; was made as much a nursery for the Navy asa 
preventive revenue service ; was largely added to in numbers, 
and greatly increased in expense. It now costs upwards of 
700,000/, and numbers possibly 8,000 men. While confined 
to preventive functions and managed by the Customs’ Depart- 
ment it cost about 470,000/, and numbered only about 5,000 
men. It is plain, therefore, that in any just comparison the 
Customs’ Revenue can only be charged with that portion of the 
expense of the Coast Guard which is incurred jor revenue (not 
Admiralty) purposes,—or with that amount which the Coast 
Guard cost when managed by the Customs and for Customs’ 
objects. The following table shows in contrast at a glance 
Sir M. Peto’s statement (p. 214), and the correct figures as 
taken from the official Financial Account :—

Now on these contrasted figures we have two or three re- || 
marks to make. (1.) Sir M. Peto can neither quote figures nor 
subtract them accurately. The 770,000/ is the actual cost of 
collection for 1860 (or the year ending March 1861) :—the 
711,8801, which he adds to it, is the estimate of the Coast Guard 
expenses for 1862 (or the year ending March, 1863).—(2.) The 
true difference between his two totals (obtained as we have 


1 noted) is not 221,880/, as he gives it, but 215,880/—(3.) The 
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Chairman of the Board of Oustoms, whose evidence Sir M. 
Petoquotes, did not statethatthe precise cost of the Coast Guard 
in 1841 was 450,000, but that it was about that sum. The actual 
| expenses were 472,000/—(4.) It is true that the estimate for 
the Coast Guard for 1862 was 711,880/ ; but this, as we have 
| mentioned above, includes muchagxpenditure for purely naval 
| purposes. All that can justly or correctly be charged to 
| Revenue Collection” account is the sum which the Coast 
Guard cost the last year it was under a Revenue Department, and 
used for purely revenue objects. It was transferred in October, 
1856. The last estimate made by the Board of Customs was 
| for 1856-7. The last actual account of expenses incurred and 
| furnished by the Board was for 1855-6 ; and in that year the 
Coast Guard cost 450,000/. That, therefore, is the true sum 
chargeable to revenue account. 

Before proceeding to show the real cost of collecting 
the Customs’ duties in a tabular form, and on several 
distinct equivalent plans of computation—all framed so that 
the comparison shall be precise and just, including and ex- 
cluding the same items,—we must call attention to the 
remarks made by the Commissioners of Customs in their 

| first and fourth Reports as to the extraneous functions of their 
| Department. They have many duties to perform which are 








Revenue, but the expenses connected with which are charged 
to their Department, and swell most unfairly the apparent 
cost of collection. Thus Customs’ officers have to collect 
and prepare the whole commercial statistics of the Kingdom ; 
to collect light dues for the Trinity House; to measure and 
register all shipping, and keep an account of all sales and 
mortgages of ships throughout the Empire ; to act as re- 
ceivers of wreck for the Admiralty, and as shipping masters in 
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ee 
nearly all the ports, registering all the engagem 
Enlinee of +t and tan taking charge of al 
wages and effects, and, in fact, carrying out nearly all thy 
provisions of the complicated and voluminous Merchag 
Shipping Act. The cost thrown upon the 
by these various miscellaneous functions, which have 
nothing at all to do with the collection of the 
Revenue, is estimated (Report IV., p. 28) at upwards 
of 77,0001 per annum. In addition to these, thy 
expenses of the system of bonded warehouses—a plan not ag 
all for collecting duties, but for enabling merchants to 
the payment of those duties—amount to not less than 214,000 
So that in fact nearly 300,000/ of the sum annually 
as the “cost of collecting the Oustoms’ Revenue” 
properly to be deducted from the gross vote before the real 
truth of the matter can be seen. If nothing were thought of 
but the simple duty of levying the dues fixed in the tariff, iti 
estimated that the 23,000,000/ thus obtained would be os. 
lected at a rate of 24 per cent.,—or, if the expense of an ade. 
quate Coast Guard be added, at something less than 4 per cent, 
The following table shows the relative cost of collecting the 
Customs’ Revenue in 1846 and 1860. I. Shows that costasit 
appears when everything charged to that account is included, 
V. Shows what would be the cost if there were no Ooast Guard 
and if nothing were regarded as done except the mere collew 
tion of the duties. II. Shows what this mere function, phir 
Coast Guard, would cost, and therefore the real expense of cole 
lecting this branch of the revenue. III. Shows the actual ex 
pense of the Department as at present constituted, or rather as 
it will be when all compensation allowances for abolition of 
office and superanmuations to retired and superseded officers 
have died out or are excluded.

On examining the figures in this table, it will be seen that 
aconsiderable change has taken place in the relative positions 
of several countries as sources of supply. Thus in 1847 Bel- 
gium stood first on the list, followed by Italy and the United 
Btates. In 1859 the United Kingdom occupied the first posi- 
tion both as regards general imports and entries for consump- 
tion. The United Kingdom also affords to France the largest 
market for the disposal of French produce, taking about one- 
fourth of the total exports. ; 

With the exception of grain, the importations of which 
varied 'with seasons of good and bad harvests, the value of 
other articles maintained a nearly similar proportion during 
each of the fifteen years.

The line of commercial policy pursued by the French 
ent best appears in the tariff changes made in past 
years. Between 1816 and 1859 the principal reductions of 
duty _ Were made on colonial produce, skins, dyestuffs, 
chemicals, and raw products. The only exceptions, so far as 
British produce was concerned, were the reduction of the 
\ linen duties in 1836, which were raised again in 1845,—and 
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the reduction of the duties in 1855 on pig and bar iron, steel, 
coal, and machinery. The duties on the last named articles, 
however, although reduced, were in many cases prohibitive, 
and were of no benefit to English producers. It is easy to 
perceive that all the changes were made solely in favour of 
the French manufacturer, and were intended either to give 
him increased facilities of production, or to prevent foreign 
articles from coming into close competition with his own in 
the French markets, and thus to secure to him a large margin 
for profits. The necessity of legislating for the consumer was 
not then understood, rt sci 

As the protective character of the French tariff before the 
treaty with this country was concluded is not generally known, 
it may be as well to state that by it the yarns of Manchester 
and Leeds—the textile fabrics of Manchester, Glasgow, Leeds, 
Huddersfield, Bradford, Leicester, and Coventry—the stone- 
ware of Staffordshire, London, and Newcastle—the glassware 
of Birmingham, Newcastle, and London—the hardware of 
Birmingham and Wolverhampton—the cutlery of Sheffield || 
and many other large branches of our trade, were entirely 
excluded from the French markets. 

These articles were not only prohibited from England but 
from all other countries, and consequently the French manu~ 
facturers had the monopoly of supplying French consumers on 
their own terms, Happily the barrier of protection has been 
broken, and the large importations of cheap goods from England 
shows how glad the French consumer is to be relieved from 
the thraldom of the French producers.

WHY SHOULD NOT CONSOLS BE PAYABLE TO 


BEARER IF THE HOLDERS DESIRE IT ? 

An accidental transposition of paragraphs having made the 
latter portion of our article on this subject in last week's 
Ecconomist difficult to comprehend, we reprint it here :— 
Lastly. The issue of certificates payable to bearer would 
enable holders of stock to borrow on it with perfect secrecy. At 
present there is not perfect secrecy. We remember at a time of 
panic that a City article said, “‘Consols were lower to-day 
“owing to large sales by a country bank,” and that there 
was much conversation, a little true and very much untrue, 
as to which country bank was the seller intended. These 
observations and the consequent conversation cannot be 
prevented under the present system -of transfers ; but if 
stock could be transferred like Exchequer bills by mere de- 
livery, they would not even be possible. At all times per- 
| fect secrecy is of essential importance to some few people ; 
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and at acute crises, when credit is disturbed, when Sir Peel’s | 
Act is suspended, it is of considerable importance to many | 
people. "| 
These advantages are obviously considerable. What are the | 
disadvantages, if any, to be expected from the suggested change, 
by which they are partly or wholly counterbalanced ? 

The first is a disadvantage affecting the public only in g9 
far as it affects the Chancellor of the Exchequer. There 
would be some loss of revenue. Foreign holders of English 
funds now pay probate duty and succession duty on their 
funded property ; their names are at the Bank, and the duty 
is easily exacted. But if stock could be held abroad in corti. 
ficates to bearer similar to Exchequer bills, all foreigners 
would select that form, and so evade the duties levied in this 
country at death upon their capital. This loss of duty might 
be easily compensated, at least in part, by the imposition of g 
fee at the first granting of the first certificate. Those who 
wish for the privilege would then be made to pay for the pri. 
vilege. But even if there were a slight loss of revenue from 
evasion of duty by foreign holders, it is well worth considers. 
tion whether the Chancellor of the Exchequer would not be 
compensated for it in another mode indirectly. He wonld 
enable foreigners to transfer easily the English stock abroad, 
and therefore to borrow easily upon it abroad. In times of 
diffused continental confusion, in times like 1848, it would be 
the best security for all probable borrowers, the security upon 
which it would be easiest to get money ; and if this reputation, 
which now Consols have not, were added to the reputation 
which they already have, their price would be very consi. 
derably advanced. English stock is now the best existing 
security, as far as credit goes, but it is one of the least avail. 
able, for it can only be borrowed on at a single spot in the 
money market of the world. It seems absurd to say toa 
Chancellor of Exchequer that for Ais purposes there is any 
consideration higher than that of revenue ; but in the present 
case we believe that the probable increase in the market for 
public securities, and the consequent increase of their price, is 
in truth yet more important. 

Secondly. The payment of dividends upon stock certifi- 
cates would not be so easy a process as the payment of dividends 
at the Bank of England now. The dividend on certificates 
would be payable by coupon, and each coupon would require 
a separate entry, whereas now the whole dividend to a ‘single 
holder of stock is payable by a single entry. The addition 
of a new mode of paying dividend would give additional 
trouble to the Bank of England, and more coupons are not 
desired by any bankers, for the number passing through 
their hands is quite as large as they wish already. Siill, 
looking to the interest of the public, a technical difficulty in 
the mode of paying a dividend should not prevent us from 
improving a public security if we can. If bankers find coupons 
inconvenient, they should make a charge on customers who 
pay in coupons; and, if necessary, the fee which we have} 
suggested should be charged on first granting the certificate, 
might be great enough to cover the additional clerks’ work 
caused by the new mode of paying dividend as well as the loss 
by evasion of duty. Then, as before, those would pay for the 
facility who enjoy the facility. 

Lastly. The holder would take the risk of losing these 
certificates and their coupons ; but that would be a consider |) 
tion for him, and him only. The use of the facility would be); 
optional only, and if a part of the public after due delibera- 
tion believe the advantage of the facility to be greater than! 
the evil of the risk, we need not. hesitate to expose them to 
the latter. In France there is, in case of loss, a most in- 
genious system of indemnity by deposit of other stock, upon || 
completion of which Government pay a dividend on the certir | 
ficate which is lost. And something of the sort might be) 
arranged here, though it will always be impossible to make 4 
holding by certificates as secure to the holder as the present] 
system, for now Government runs the risk of fire, and there 
is no risk of loss, whereas if the change were made the holder) 
would run some sort of risk by both. 

We confess we cannot think the difficulties we have) 
enumerated to be equal or even comparable to the advantages) 
which we have enumerated. And even if these specific dis-) 
advantages were greater than they are, they would not be) 
the most powerful obstacle to the change. There is a col 
servative force in all complicated systems, .and in compli- 
cated money matters more. perhaps than in any. Grave 
people say, “You have now a plan which works well; 8 
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«that you do not lose money | by inventing what is new.’ 
And this cautious conservatism is excellent in its way, and 
us from many evils. Yet it is an easy thing, and, 
all easy things, may be carried too far. When Lord 
as first decided promissory notes payable to bearer to be 
iable, many grave men feared great evils, yet they did 
not happen. It is for wise men to brace their minds to a 
due estimate of novelties, and to consider calmly whether the

BREAKING UP OLD PASTURES. 


Ix the consideration of the question, ‘‘ Should old pasture lands be 
broken up?” great attention must be paid to the locality in 
which that question is asked. Something too depends on the 
character of the weather which may have prevailed for a few pre- 
ceding seasons, and the relative prices of grain and live stock 
also have usually an influence on opinion upon this subjcct. We 
have lately noticed some discussions at farmers’ clubs where the 
increase of grass land was strongly recommended, and the hazards 
and uncertainties of grain grow:ng much insisted on. ‘To moist 
districts and strong land such advice, especially daring the last 
three years, is not inapplicable. And there is no doubt that the 
stronger the svil, the more necessary it becomes to consider all the 
consequences, in all sorts of se#sons, of breaking up grass lands. 
We have now before us, however, a paper read at the Dorchester 
Farmers’ Club, in which “the breaking up of old pasture, and the 
best mode of the future cultivation thereof,” was the thesis, and there 
canbelittle doubt that the down lands onthe Chalk Hill of Dorsetshire 
will be far more profitable under arable than as sheepwalks provided 
only a generous system of management be adopted. Mr Homer, 
who read the paper, stated that it was founded on his own expe 
rience, and as such has a practical value. He said :—‘ The chief 
idea suggested by this subject is the conversion of comparatively 
barren and unproductive land into arable, and thus to provide 
more food for a growing population, an extension of the field for 
labour, and a good investment for capital. It is the duty of both 
the landowner and tenant-farmer to use their best energies to make 
the land more productive, the landlord giving every facility, and 
the tenant making a judicious application of his capital to the soil. 
This has been already the case toa very great extent, and much 
good-has resulted from tne breaking up and bringing into cultiva- 
tion of thousands of acres of poor down land ; “but. there yet 
remain great breadths of worn-out pastures and down lands now 
worth from 10s to 15s per acre, which, on an average of seasons, 
would be more profitably farmed as arable land. The practice hes 
been for many years to use these lands for depasturing sheep by 
day, which are taken back to fold at night on the arable land, con- 
sequently the pasture becomes poorer as years increase, ‘and I 
have no doubt is often less productive now than it was fifty years 
ago. We know that much of this sort of laud was formerly 
ploughed, as the old ridges are still to be seen ; and there is no 
Joubt that our forefathers broke it at interv als, growing one crop 
of corn, and then leaving it to nature ; consequently the land 
ame so poor at last that it was given up as not worth the ex- 
pense of cropping. On farms where there is a large proportion of 
this sort of jand, I believe it would be wise to make a part of it 
arable, taking carefully, however, invo consideration its situation, 
|; climate, and soil. By doing this, the same quantity of stock may 
be kept, and much corn grown.” A second class of land consisted of 
pastures worth little beyond a uominal rent, and whichis only adapted 
for keeping young stock a few months in the year, yet much ot this 
might be usefully broken up, and with liberal management would 
keep mach more sheep stock than at present. ‘Lhe system would 
be to grow artiticial grasses and roots, which, being fed off with 
> would yield more and better food than at present. The 
Commutation Act has enabled such land to be cultivated, 
which under the old system of tithe in kind was absolutely i impos- 
sible, because so large a proportion of the gross produce consists of 
| | the capital brought on to the land by the cultivator, a very small 
Proportion being due to the natural powers of the soil.

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and equity, the beetroot sugar-makers ought to be allowed the 
same drawback on the export of their production as is accorded 
to colonial and foreign sugar refined. It appears that the Emperor 
and the Ministers veuabeol these representations with great favour, 
and in consequence the deputation openly announced that native 
beetroot would obtain the privilege of drawback. 

“This statement came like a clap of thunder on French ship- 
owners who import colonial sugar, and who are already suffering 
from the permission given to foreign s ugar imported by — 
vessels to receive drawback when exported after being refined. 
their eyes, the grant of such a privilege to beetroot would be a far 
more redoubtable competition than that which they have already 
to sustain. Accordingly the Chambers of Commerce of the sea- 
ports sent up deputations in all haste, and they had an aadience of 
the Emperor on Monday last. They represented that if beetroot 
sugar really obtained the privilege referred to, merchant shipping 
would lose one of its most important freights, and would be 
grievously injured; and that the consequence would be that the 
Imperial navy would be manned with greater difficulty than here- 
tofore. His Majesty said that he would take their representations 
into consideration, but could not enter into any formal engage- 
ment. Ina Council of Ministers held on Wednesday the matter 
was discussed, but no decision was come to. 

‘On the whole, there is reason to believe that the Government 
will give fine words to both parties, but that in order not to dis- 
please either, and so encounter its hostility, will postpone the solu- 
tion of the question until after the general elections. 

‘It is quite certain that the sugar trade i isin a state of suffer- 
ing ; but the veritable cause thereof is an excess of production in 
native and an excess of imports of foreign and colonial. This is 
evident from the following statement, in which round figures are 
given :—

“There is consequently an excess of 89,000 tons, and such a 
large surplus-bas naturally brought down prices. 

‘The depressed condition of the trade in France has seriously 
aftected the colonies. French importers not being disposed to 
operate on their own account in presence of such an overcharged 
market, the colonists have had to send themselves direct to France 
their sugar for sale, and have had to pay very high freights in 
doing so. The colonists are, therefore, menaced with a grave 
crisis. 

“« This state of things, which is so deplorable for all the interests 
engaged in the sugar trade, is a direct condemnation of the large 
increase in sugar duties by which M. Fould in 1862 inaugurated 
his financial system. By suddenly restricting the consumption, the 
celebrated French financier has created the excessive stuck which 
is the cause of all the evil.” 

Some sensation has been eaused by the surreptitious publication 
of a report by M. de Lisle, a superior official of the Finance 
Department, to M. Fould, Minister of Finance, on the financial 
situation of the kingdom of Italy, which he was sent a few weeks 
back to investigate. Nothing can be more deplorable, according 
to M. de Lisle, than the state of affairs in that country. The 
revenue falls lamentably short of the expenditure ; the mass of the 
people will not and cannot pay the new taxes imposed ; the sales 
of railways and of national property would form only a temporary 
palliative ;—in a word, Italy is on the eve of a fearful el 
catastrophe. And in order that French capitalists may suffer | 
therefrom as little as possible, M. de Lisle recommends that the ; 
French money markets shall be closed against new Italian loans 
and securities of all kinds. M. de Lisle’s report is so very black, 
that it seems to have been written under the dictates of political 
passion ; and the irregular publication of it can be ascribed to 
nothing else. 

It seems quite certain that Baron Rothschiid has taken the 
whole or a ‘Shee patt of the new Italian loan of 700,000,000f. 
Various statements are made as tothe terms on which he has 
treated, but as one of his sons is now at Turin, the probability is 
that they have not yet been definitively settled. On dit that he 
has imposed the condition that, in order not to lessen the chances of 
success of the loan in France, the proposed establishment of an 
Italian Credit Foncier under the auspices of Messrs Pereire, 
Fremy, and other eminent French capitalists, shall be postponed. 

The Maritime Assurance Company, which some time ago was 
got up in this city under the name of Central Lloyds, has changed 
its name to the Semaphore, in consequence of one of the law courts 
having interdicted it the use of the word Lloyds, which had 
previously been adopted by another establishment. The Comment ti 
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ments it affords occupation to many thousands of persons ; that 
it has given a strong impulse to ture, and improved the 
value of lands. ‘The depotation affirmed that beetroot s is 
subject to taxes and duties superior to those imposed on colonial 
sugar, and accordingly contended that as a matter of justice and 
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has obtained from the Government authorisation as a société 
anonyme, and is about to commence operations. 

The panic of last week on the Bourse is not yet forgotten. It 
appears that notwithstanding the alarm created by the Russo- 
Prussian convention ahout Poland, it would not have taken place 
at all, or at least would not have attained such large proportions, 
if the Credit Mobilier had not sold largely; it also appears that 
that establishment afterwards tock advantage of the low prices 
the fall occasioned to make extensive purchases. For having thus 
acted it is vehemently denounced, and is accused of having “made 
money attheexpense of the public ‘both by its sales and its purchases. 
But the people who complain forget that the Credit Mobilier is 
purely and simply a gambling institution, and that as such it is 
one day its interest to sell largely, another to buy largely. In so 
acting it fulfils the object for which it was created, and for which 
it exists ; and if the public suffers tant pis for the public.

A telegraphic despatch from Constantinople of this day says :— 
Messrs Oppenheim and Co. have concluded with the Government a 
temporary loan of 700,000/ sterling, and the banker of the place one 
of 500,000/. These loans, destined for the payment of the half- 
year’s interior Consols due in March, may have produced an 
excellent effect on our Bourse, and the Consols have risen to 454 ; 
the exchange on London has fallen to 108. As from the above it 
appears that the coupons of the interior Turkish debt are assured, 
it is to be desired that the payment shall be made at London, and 
in that case nothing would prevent this stock from rising almost to 
the level of the Ottoman foreign debt. 


The Board of Customs has made its monthly returns of imports 
and exports more complete, and publishes them io a new form. 
In addition to the quantities of the different articles brought in or 
sent out, an estimate of the value of the more important is pre- 
sented,—a very useful and convenient thing, which ougbt to have 
been adopted, as in the English Customs, years.ago. The articles 
are classified under different heads, and full details of the quan- 
tities and value of each are given. A table of the total value of the 
principal articles is also presented ; but there is none showing the 
quantities. For instance, we can see at a glance the value of cotton 
tissues imported or exported ; but to ascertain the quantities we 
must extract and add up a long string of items consisting of 
bleached, of dyed, of printed, and so on. The same is tie case in 
the woollen tissues, iron, paper,—in fact everything. The ex- 
tracting and adding up which such a system necessitates, cast very 
irksome labour on the persons who have cecasion to consult the 
tables; and the Board of Customs would confer a service by 
relieving them of it. 

The returns for the month of January, which have just appeared, 
show that in that month the import duties amounted to 
11,113,000f ; and that in the corresponding month of last year 
they were 11,899,000f ; in that of 1861, 8,134,000F. 

The following is an account of the value of the principal articles 
imported and taken out of bond or consumption. It is to be ob- 
served that the estimate for 1863 and 1862 is made on the same

During the month of February the quantity of coals entered at the 
port of London, both by sea, rail, and canal, reached 458,233 tons 
2ewt. Of this tonnage the railways brought 131,486 tons 17 cewt—viz., 
the London and North-Western, 60,281 tons 14 ewt; the Great Northern, 
34,249 tons 17 cwt; Midland, 23,024 tons; Great Eastern, 9,270 tons 
19 cwt ; Great Western, 4,214 tons; Chatham and Dover, 381 tons 
7 ewt ; and Tilbury and Southend, 65 tons. The canals brought 867 
tons 15 ewt ; and of the seaborne coal, 120,526 tons came from New- 
castle, 94,926 tons from Sunderland, 66,629 tons from Hartlepool and 
West Hartlepool, 19,628 tons from Seaham, 6,246 tons from Middles- 
borough, 3,827 tons from Blyth, 5,732 tons from Wales, 3,776 tons from 
Yorkshire, and 1,958 tons from Scotland ; 1,628 tons small coal; and 1,503 
tons cinders. For the two months of the present year the railways 
have brought 290,595 tons 19 cwt of coal, against 235,298 tons 15 cwt 
for the first two months of last year, or an increase of 55,297 tons 4 
ewt. The seaborne coal for the same period has increased 32,614 tons.

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COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

At Mark lane, to-day, the trade both for English and foreign 
wheat was ina most inactive state, and prices ruled next to 
nominal. To have forced sales, however, factors would have been 
compelled to accept further reduced rates. All spring corn was 
much neglected, and the quotations had a downward tendency. 
American flour was rather cheaper than on Monday; but in the 
value of town and country-made qualities, no change took place. 
This week’s imports amount to 26,090 quarters of wheat ; 19,520 
barley ; 10,170 oats ; 1,510 sacks and 20,380 barrels of flour. 
There was rather more business transacted in wheat and flour 
at Liverpool, this morning, but at fully the late decline in prices. 
Maize sold steadily, on former terms. 
Annexed is Mr Othon Trithen’s monthly report of the corn 
trade of Odessa, under date Feb. 17:—Our navigation having | 
reopened in January, permitted the entrance of a considerable | 
amount of tonnage, which led to a fair business in wheat, chiefly 
for the Mediterranean, where superior qualities were wanted. 
Prices continue to rule above those obtainable in England. 
Maize, which had been in active demand, has egain become dull, 
bat prices are firmly maintained. There are no transactions in 
linseed, for our stocks are completely exhausted ; and in the in- 
terior there is no seed on hand. Cvrrent prices:—Polish Odessa

The Liverpool cotton market has again been very quiet this 
week, and some sales have been made at a considerable decline. 
The total sales are 28,000 bales, including 15,000 to spinvers, 5,000 
on speculation, and 8,000 for export. After the arrival of the 
American mail, however, a better feeling sprung up, and quota- 
tions are now only $d for American cotton, and about }4 for 
Surats below those of Friday last. To-day, 6,000 bales have been 
sold, with a firm market. 
Telegraphic advices from Bombay, to Feb. 13, state that the 
cotton trade was less active, on easier terms. 
The public sales of tea, held this week, have gone off heavily, 
and, in some instances, the quotations have slightly declined. 
Privately, the market is less active. We have received intelli- 
ence from China to the effect that the export to Great Britain had 
reached 88,125,000 Ibs. 
All deseriptions of sugar have sold slowly, at barely stationary 
prices. For refined goods, the trade is heavy, at late rates. 
From Bahia, we learn that an advance had taken place in the 
value of sugar, in consequence of tlie prevailing dceought. 
Most kinds of dry fruit command a steady sale, and the cur- 
rency rules firm.

Both rum and brandy have met an active market, on former 
terms.

LONDON MARKETS. 


SIATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 
Marx Lang, Fripay Eventina. 

Owing to the continuance of fine weather, the favourable ac- 
counts from most parts of England in reference to the generel 
appearance of the winter wheats, the rapid progress of farm 
labours, and the large arrivals of most kinds of produce from 
abroad, the grain trade, almost generally, has been in a very in- 
active state since we last wrote. 
grown wheat have been very moderate ; nevertheless, sales have 
progressed heavily, and the quotations have further declined 1s 
to 2s per quarter. There has been a large quantity of foreign 
wheat on offer, fresh as well as ex granary. Really fine samples 
have moved off slowly, at about stationary prices; but other de- 
‘scriptions have given way fully 1s per quarter. Fine malting 
and seed barley has commanded quite as much money as of late. 
Grinding and distilling lote, however, have somewhat receded in 
price. The malt trade has been moderately active, at full quota- 
tions. Good sound oats have moved off freely, at previous cur- 
reacies. Lew and damp parcels have given way 61 per quarter. 
Very little change has taken place in the value of either beans or 
pens, in which, however, the transactions have been somewhat 

imited. The flour trade has been in a sluggish state, and 
American barrels have declined about 6d. Clover seed has ruled 
firm in price. 

The continental markets have ruled somewhat heavy for wheat 
and most kinds of spring corn. The latest arrivals from America 
bring very few changes in the value of produce. The shipments 
to England appear to have been on a full average scale. 

In Scotland, the demand for wheat and most other articles has 
fallen off, and the currencies have had a drooping tendency, 
although the supplies on offer have not increased. 

The Irish markets have been extremely inactive. Wheat, in- 
ferior barley aud oats, as well as Indian corn and flour, have ruled 
in favour of buyers. The shipments to England have been on a 
very moderate scale. 

At Mark lane, to-day, the wheat trade, both as regards home 
and foreign produce, was in a most inactive state, and prices ruled 
next to nominal. for barley, oats, beans, and peas the inquiry 
was exceedingly limited, at drooping currencies. American flour 
was ratber cheaper than on Monday ; but in the value of other 
kinds no alteration took place. 

The arrival of floating cargoes off coast has amounted to 59 
vessels, 28 being laden with wheat. The floating trade has ruled 
heavy, and prices, almost generally, have had a drooping tendency.

The 
Colony is free from debt, and taxation is light. Lands 

and houses are not taxed at all.

from England. The coast is protected in all its extent 


; by a natural breakwater, which renders it a continuous, 


sale, and convenient harbourage; whilst the country 
itself is intersected by numerous rivers, affording un- 
nenal facility for the conveyance of produce to the 
of shipment, a matter of the greatest importance 

the transport of so bulky an article as cotton. 

The soil and climate are specia'ly adapted to the 
growth of cotton, whicb, in Honduras, is indigenous and 

Two crops are obtainable in the year:— 
which annually destroys the plant in the Southern 
States of America, being unknown in Honduras. The 
quality of cotton already produced in Hondures has been 
pronounced, by competent judges, to be excellent, and 
the yield per acre has been large. Mr Banke, long resi- 
dent in Honduras, stated in the published “ Transactions 
of the Society of Arts,"’ that he generally “ found a tree 
yield upwards of 8 oz of wool at one bearing, on a space 
of 5 to 6 feet, which, at two crops per annum. would 
thus produce 800 Ibs per acre; or double that obtained 
from the Southern States by slave labour.” 

In December, 1857, the President of the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce, Thomas Bazley, Esq., M.P., 
Teported upon a sample of Honduras cotton which had 
been submitted to him:—‘‘The sample of Honduras 
¢otton has been fully ana fairly tested; and I am 
enabled to report most favourably of its excellent qua- 
lities. It is a most desirable class of cotton, and would 
always find a ready market in this country. Its present 
value is 10d per lb [the value of superior American 
cotton at that time, and equal to 27d now). Herewith 
I send you two small parcels, one being 9, and the 
other 12 cord, which have been spun from your sample ; 
and its working was most satisfactory in all respects.” 

Tt will thus be seen. that all the requisites for the 
siccessful and profitable cultivation of cotton, such as 
Climate, soil, proximity to England, internal water- 
communication, end an excellent harbourage, are to be 
found in Bri:ish Honduras.
